It seems hard to shut out whiskey 
from local option territory despite the 
will and wishes of the people. Every 
effort made to suppress its use, and 
every move on the part of the people 
to overthrow it, has been and is being 
met by the tactic.-' of those who indulge 
in its trafic. The law recently passed 
by our legistature forbiding its sale 
and shipping into local option communi- 
ties is not the panacea for the evil that 
our law makers expected. While the 
law does not take effect until the 9th 
of this month, yet we have been in- 
formed that no abatement in its trafic 

Information that a 
Kentucky dealer, one who has had a 
profitable business in this section, will 
establish a place of business in Jeffer- 
sonville and will from ^that point ' con- 
tinue shipping uninterruptedly. Notice 
to this effect is now reaching out to 
buyers. The law of our state is too 
puny to shut it out. The wit and in- 
genuity of dealers surpass the limits of 
the hopes and ambitions of local option 
people. We might ask why is this? 
What is the remedy? In our mind it 
can only be answered in this way, first 
it is due to divided action, the result 
of the state and Federal Government 
not agreeing on the great proposition 
of local self government. The remedy 
does not lie in our state laws, it can 
not be successfully applied by state 
government, it can only be secured by 
Federal recognition of state rights. 
The remedy therefore lies in our Na- 
tional Congress and no where this side 
of congresstional action can the tem- 
perance people hope to win for any 
length of time. When congress passes 
a law forbiding the manufacture, sale 
or transportation of alcoholic drinks 
into local option territory, in other 
words when the Federal government 
will give protection and just recogni- 
tion to local government, then and not 
till then will the cause of the temper- 
i advocates be advanced. If the 
local option leaders, the ministers of 
pulpits and the orators of every 
profession arrayed against whiskey 
will stir the sentiment of local option 
organizations to demand, of our con- 
gressman Federal recognition of local 
rights in this one instance, then states 
could have their laws enforced and 
communities could live within the limits

NEW REVENUE LAW. 

A List of Some of The Taxes and 
License Fees Required After 



The schedule given below is a 
partial list of taxes and license 
fees imposed by the new revenue 
and taxation act, passed by the 
recent General assembly. The 
law goes into effect June 11 next, 
and after that date the following 
rates will be laid on the business 
stated; 

To keep a tavern or hotel, 
from $10 to $210, according to 

oms and priviliges. 

To retail malt liquors $75, spir- 
itous and vinous liquors $150, 
spiritous, vinous and malt liquors 
$200. 

To sell by retail, playing cards 
$10, pistols $100, bowie knives, 
dirks, brass knucks or slung shot 
$100. Pawn broker $500, fur- 
nishing stamps or checks to pur- 
chasers of merchandise $100. 

To keep ten pin, nine pin, 
bowling or boxball alley $15 if 
county exceeds 25,000 in popula- 
tion, if not $10 for each alley or 
ball way- 

Circuses, menageries and ex- 
hibitions under canvas, $1 for 
each 100 voters in county, not to 
exceed $50. 

Foreign slaughter and packing 
houses doing business in this 
state 50 cents per $100 worth of 
gross receipts. 

To sell at retail cigarette mate- 
rial $10, at wholesale $25. 

Wagon selling at retail, pe- 
trolium or lubricating oil $15.

STRAWBERRY ICE CREAM.

Probably it will be best for the 
whisky interests to obey the clos- 
ing law and likewise it would be 
better for the State for them to 
antagonize the legal authorities 
and bring the proposition before 
the voters of the State and blot 
out their privileges in every com- 
munity. The fight in Louisville 
will be watched with much in-, 
terest and since the Governor has 
decided to aid the Mayor there is 
not likely to be any let up in de- 
mands and obedience to law will 
ultimately be established.

Senator Rayner's speech on 
the Aldrich resolution is in ac- 
cord with long-established Dem- 
ocratic principles. Futher than 
that, it opens an attack which 
the Democratic party should fol- 
low up with all the forces at its 
command, instead of running 
blindly after untried issues in 
the hope of gashing some catch- 
phrase policy which will 
effective vote-getter in the next 
national election. 

The Aldrich resolution declares 
•'That purchases of material 
for use in the 
the Panama Can- 
al shall be restricted to articles 
of domestic production and man- 
ufacture unless the President 
shall in any case deem the bids 
of tenders therefor to be extor- 
tionate or unreasonable." 

When the question of purchas- 
es for material for the Panama 
zone was first brought to the 
attention of the Senate the Sec- 
retary of War, apparently with 
the approval of the President, 
declared in favor of purchasing 
whatever market 
they could be purchased cheap- 
est. The Aldrich amendment, 
which is being actively support- 
ed by the American Protective 
Tariff League, would reverse 
that position. Senator Rayner, 
in speaking in opposition to it, 
did so with full knowledge that 
he was antagonizing one of the 
largest interests in his own State. 
In spite of that, he declared: 

I cannot vote for the resolu- 
tion. I cannot change the prin- 
ciples in which I believe and for

Denver, Colo., May 23.— Rob- 
ert Moore, veteran of both the 
Mexican and Civil wars, and a 
close friend of General Grant 
and General Sheridan, died at 
his home in this city to-day.

Her Guns are no Longer Trained 
On Jewell's Point, Where the 
is to be Held

Norfork, Va., Peaceful 
and beneficent, the United States 
sloop of war, Jamestown, lies off 
SewelPs Point where a n 
of men are building the i 
tion to commemorate the nation's 
birth at Jamestown. 

Exactly forty-four years ago 
tnis famous war sloop lay in the 
same spot and threw red hot 
shells from her twenty guns at 
the fortifications thrown up by 
the Confederates on the beauti- 
ful spot where the exposition is 
now rapidly assuming shape. 
Peaceful and smiling with her 
beauty as the scene now is, it re- 
quires an effort of the imagina- 
tion to recall the unhappy days 
of yore. 

The sloop Jamestown is now in 
the marine hospital service as 
quarantine station and has been 
anchored for several y 
she now lies. 

Peaceful old age has s 
her fiery youth, when she was 
one of Uncle Sam's fighters and 
gave a good account of herself. 
Visitors to the Jamestown Ex- 
position will want to know some- 
of her interesting history. 

She was built at the Norfolk* 
navy yard in 1844 and on the 25 
of Januray sailed on her maiden 
voyage under command of R. B. 
Cunningham. 

She mounted twenty guns 
which were displaced in 1861 by 
20 fear inspiring monsters 14 of 
which threw 32 pound shot. 

In 1847 when the famine was 
raging in Ireland she conveyed a 
a full cargo of food stuff, the gift 
of America to the Irish 
The sloop of war , 
ceived Alaska from the Czar of 
the Russians and set the Stars 
and Stripes over that piece of the 
frozen north.
